TANK STEAMER BLASTED 


On Thursday a well equipped ex- 


pedition, consisting 
of 
representa- 


tives of the United States Engineers 
and the United States Navy charged 
down upon the hostlc tanker which 
lias been attacking the shores of 
Rhode Island .for the past several 
weeks by a discharge of oil,and after 
boarding the craft without serious 
resistance placed heavy charges o£ 
T. N. T. in advantageous places with- 
in the enemy's lines. 
Withdrawing 


in their small1x>ats to a safe distance!' 
the mines were exploded with the 
result that several holes were blown 
in the sides of the ship in such posi- 
tion that the remaining oil could 
escape into the sea, where a north- 
erly wind and outgoing tide carried 
it away from the shore. The indica- 
tions are that the remaining oil will 
quickly be released from the ship. 


The conditions after the fire were 


found to be rather unique. 
On the 


top. of the small remaining quantity 
of oil was found a thick coating of 
tarry residue, which could be pene- 
trated 
only with serious 
difficulty. 


This covered a considerable quantity 
of oil which would have gradually 
leached out and come ashore. It was 
decided that the best course would be 
to open the sides of the ship and free 
this residue when the wind should 
be favorable to carry 5t out to sea. 
This was accomplished on Thursday. 


Camparativcly few people were on 


the Ocean Drive when the explo- 
sives were fired, and even these saw 
very little of a spectacular nature. 
The bridge was demolished, one of 
the masts was heaved spasmodically 
and the sides of" the ship were opened. 
The next problem will be what shall 
be done with ths week itself. It is 
believed, however that there is con- 
siderable valuable metal on board 
that ls worth salvaging.

The Newport Beach Association, 


following the action of the board of 
aldermen in rejecting the original 
schedule of- prices for bath house 
rentals has prepared a new schedule 
arid subm'tted it for the,board's con- 
sideration.- This is materially lower 
than the first, but _ still much higher 
than in previous years.

'The new sched'jle provides for the 
rental of 20p bath houses at $25 for 
the season, 200 more at $30, 44 with 
private shower baths at $76, and the 
balance of the season houses at $50. 
These prices arc for the use of man 
and wife and all unmarried children, 
with a charge'of $10 for each extra 
person for the season. 
There is an 


extra charge for towel service, for 
guest tickets, etc., and also a charge 
of 25 cents for non-lessees for the 
privilege of /sitting on the piazza of 
the private section. 


When this* schedule was presented 


to "the board of aldermen, Manager 
McGowan stated that last year 400 
houses were rented for the season, 
and all but a few of them were 
rented to Newportcrs. 
The board

the matter to Thursday 


evening for discussion.

At the meeting of the board on 


Thursday evening, the new schedule 
of rates was approved without much 
comment. 
A suggestion was made 


that the special commutation tickets 
should be made available on Sundays 
and holidays ns well as other days, 
but the Beach'management did'not 
see how this could be done. Mana- 
ger McGowan explained the cost of 
construction that the 
Association 


would be subjected to and said that 
even under the schedule of rates as 
submitteH there was a possibiljjty 
of the Beach being operated at a 
loss.

the part of the city in building side- 
walks and establishing trees to make 
an attractive parkway near the en- 
trance.

adopted the conference report on the 
Immigration bill, Including the_ Jap- 
anese exclusion provision, and disre- 
garded President Coolldge's request 
that the exclusion clause be deferred 
until 1925. The act, as passed, will" 
go into effect on July 1 this year. 


The vote In tho Senate was 69 to 9 


for the conference report, and In the 
House 308 to 53, in each case much 
more than sufficient to override any 
veto. 


Senator Robinson, the Democratic 


floor leader, before Ihe rote was taken 
drew from Senator Keed of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the Senate con- 
ferees, the statement that the data 
when the Asiatic exclusion should be- 
come effective was put at July I of 
this year, instead of Immediately, as 
provided in the original Senate bUl, 
without any thought being given to 
the negotiation of a "gentlemen's 
agreement" with Japan, and that the 
conferees had held that immigration 
was strictly a domestic issue. 


The opinion was expressed In Ad- 


ministration 
circles that 
President 


Coolidge .would veto the bill because 
of tho Insistence of Senate and Housa 
on the provision ' which would make 
Japanese exclusion effective July 1, 
and thus wipe out any hope of having 
the anti-Asiatic clause softened by 
diplomatic negotiations. 
There was 


a good deal of speculation, however, 
as to what would be the final result, 
opinion generally being that a veto 
would be overridden. 


There baa been no announcement 


from tho White House concerning tha 
President's attitude, but It la under- 
'stood that Secretary Hughes has ad- 
vised him to disapprove the bill.

Campbell as his attorney, 
the said firm ol Wheeler & Baldwin 
was to receive a retainer fee of $10,000 
per annum; that $2,000 thereof was 
paid January 9, 1923, and $2,000 there- 
of on February 18. 1923. and that the 
balance Is still unpaid. 


"That It was fully understood and 


agreed between all parties to aald con- 
tract of employment that the services 
of. Senator Wlieelor and his firm re- 
lated alone to the litigation then pend- 
ing, said Campbell being at that time 
Interested In a number of lawsuits, 
some nineteen or twenty at least In 
number. 
. "That said Burton K. Wheeler did 
not ai any time agree to receive com- 
pensation for services before any de- 
partment, court-martial, bureau, offi- 
cer, or any civil, military or naval 
commission at Washington, and did 
not at any time receive compensation 
for such services before any depart- 
ment, court-martial, bureau, officer, or 
any civil, military or naval commis- 
sion. 


"That, on the other hand, the-sole 


contract of employment which ho had 
with Campbell related to matters of 
litigation In the State courts o( Mon- 
tana; that Senator Wheeler did not at 
any time appear for'said Campbell, or 
his companies; before any of the de- 
partments In Washington under agree- 
ment to receive compensation, and did 
not at any time receive compensation 
for any appearance or services ren- 
dered before said government depart- 
nents. 


"In contusion," says the report, "the 


committee wholly exonerates Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler from any and all 
violations of Section 1782 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, 
and finds that he neither received nor 
accepted nor agreed to receive or ac- 
cept any compensation whatever, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for any services 
rendered, or to be rendered, either by 
himself or another, In relation to any 
proceeding, contract, 
claim, contro- 


versy, charge, accusation, arrest or 
other matter or thing In which tha 
United States was a party, or directly 
or Indirectly Interested, before any de- 
partment, court-martial, bureau, offi- 
cer, or any civil, military or naval 
commission whatever. 


"The-commltlee further states that 


In Its opinion Senator Wheeler was 
careful to have it known and under- 
stood from the beginning that his ser- 
vices as an attorney for Gordon Camp- 
bell, or his interests, were to be con- 
fined exclusively to matters of litiga- 
tion in the State courts of Montana, 
and that he observed at all times not 
only the letter hut the spirit of tha 
law."

Deposits From Ship's Hall 
It Is reported that nn Australian 


company has Introduced In England nn 
ingenious method of cleaning the' out- 
ildo of the hull of a ship. The Inven- 
tion has been In successful operation 
for a number of years In Australia 
and has been tried at Southampton 
•nd Plymouth. 


The apparatus Is mounted upon a 


suitable frame, which can be suspend- 
ed from the side of a boat. It con- 
sists of a cylindrical brush about flve 
or six feet In length, held in a frame- 
work which also supports an electric 
motor and a propeller. The purpose 
of the propeller Is to keep tha brush 
pressed npnlnst the side' of the ship. 
Hie case carrying the apparatus con- 
tains also n four-cylinder petroleum 
motor directly coupled to a dynamo. 
The current produced sewes to raise 
and lower the carrying frame a3 well 
13 to drive the propeller nnd brush. 
As the appliance operates under water 
the i.ibtor nnd gearing are inclosed in 
fi water-tight bor. The machine Is 
capable of removing the thickest tfa- 
poslts nnd cim thoroughly clean, the 
hull of an S.OOn-ton ship In from six 
to seven hours.

From Corn Belt 


One of the Most Practical 


Ways of Disposing of 


Corn Crop. 


(Fnpired b)r Ih. Untud Slitli Dtptrtmtnl 
at Airlculture.) 


Farmers In the corn belt are gradu- 


ally modifying their cnllle-fecdlng, cat- 
tle-fattening ant! beef-making opera- 
tions because of the changing condi- 
tions of high-priced land, intensive 
farming and market demands. Where 
once the whole operation of breeding 
the cows and raising the calves, grow- 
ing them on pasture and roughage to 
the feeder ag» nnd then (aliening 
them 
for 
the 
market, 
was car- 


ried on at th-;. torn belt farm, It 
lias'been gulunlly becoming more, 
and more impractical to keep herds 
of cows to rulso calves and to thus 
;row' their own supply of feeders, 
vot more Hum a score of years ago 
here was an abundance of pasture and 
and was comparatively cheap. Today 
(radically all land capable of being 
Illed Is used for crop production. The 
raising of entile-primarily for fatten- 
ng as beef has been giving way U 
he production of pure breds for breed- 
ng stock. 


Disposes of Corn Crop. 


The fattening of steers, however, af- 


fords one of the.inojt practical ways 
of disposing of the corn crop and of 
he many roughages produced on the 
average corn belt farm, and most of 
he fat catlle are sllll supplied by the 
com belt. 
Instead of growing the 


'eeders on the fnnn where they are 
to be fattened, however, there Is nn 
ncrcaslng tendency on the part of 
cattle feeders to purchase their feeder 
supply direct from the range which 
Is more adapted to raising and grow- 
ing calves to the feeder age than to 
fattening them. The range cattlemen 
are realizing the situation and are 
attempting to produce a high grade 
of feeder cattle. 
The corn bell cattle 


'eeders, with nn abundance of fatten- 
ng feeds and limited pasture areas, 
see where they crfn belter afford to 
purchase feeders from the range area 
than to raise them on land which Is 
suitable for crop production. 


Organizations of breeders arc being 


formed In many sections of the coun- 
try for the purpose of assembling sev- 
eral droves of feeder cattle nnd sell- 
Ing them at auction. Sales of this 
kind are usually extensively adver- 
tised In order to get n large number 
of buyers to attend. 
Buying direct 


eliminates marketing _expenses at the 
live stock markets and Insures against 
"stale" cattle, that Is, cattle held at 
the markets for several days. Buying 
at the large live slock markets Is pre- 
ferred by ninny feeders, because there 
may be a saving of time, and there is 
the possibility of huylng on a "glut- 
ted" market, which usually results.In 
much lower prices. .When the receipts 
are normal, however, there Is usually 
considerable competition, resulting In 


price considerably higher than the 


range .price. 


Buying and selling ability plays as

the successful handling of feeder cat- 
tle. 
Successful feeders, study market 


conditions. 
In Eome seasons certain 


weights nnd classes of cattle may be 
purchased more economically than oth- 
ers. 
The cattle feeder should study 


the demands of the market for cer- 
tain seasons and feed tha kind of cat- 
tle that will be in demand when they 
are ready for market. 


ObJ«cti In Fattening. 


The. primary objects In fattenlp, 


stWfS ira to ut!liz6 roHghag«i 
which there Is little demand, to keep 
the soil In a high state of productiv- 
ity by feeding the crops on the farm 
and.returning the manure to the land, 
nnd to Increase the Income from farm 
operations. 
The fattening of cattla 


throughout the corn belt ares Is of 
two types—dry-lot fattening and fat- 
tening on grass. Most cattle fattened 
In the corn belt are dry-lot fed and 
are marketed before July 1. 
V»ry 


few cattle fed heavily on grain dur- 
ing the winter and spring raonlhi ara 
ever put on grass the following sum- 
mtr. 
In some sections of Missouri 


feeders purchased 
in the fall 
aTe 


"roughed" through the winter largely 
on cornstalk fields, straws, hays, stover 
and illage. In the spring the cattle 
are turned on grass and fed a half- 
grain ration. 
Cattle handled In this 


way usually are marketed before Sep- 
tember 1. 


There are various rations used In 


dry-lot feeding, but two combinations 
of feeds stand out rather prominent- 
ly. In those areas whera tegums hay, 
tuch as clover and alfalfa, Is produced 
abundantly, the standard ration li com 
and hay. In other areas, where leg- 
umes ire less* thrifty, illage and pro- 
tein meal, inch as cottonseed or lin- 
seed, are fed In combination with corn 
and a mixed hay. 


• 
Available Rough Land. 


High-priced land suitable for grain 


production In the corn belt area can 
hardly be profitably kept for pasture 
for the production of beef for the 
market;. 
However, there are many 


farms having rough land that can ba 
utilized best as a permanent pasture. 
Gains made by cattle on pasture are 
usually Ihs moat economical. 
When 


catlle are "roughed" through the win- 
ter, largely on cheap roughages, they 
can he marketed early the following 
fnll at a cost materially lowor than 
would result from dry-lot feeding. Cat- 
tle to he finished in the summer ou 
grass, with possibly the addition of a 
little corn or other supplement in the 
full, should not be fed heavily during 
the winter, hut they should receive 


to maintain their weight. If 


1 


they c»n be kept in t healthy, thrifty 
condition during the winter months' 
they will i|o better on grass the fol- 
lowliix summer Ihen if heavily jram 
fed during the winter. 


Wlu>re pasture Is available there are 


three practical methods of fattening 
caitle on grass, namely, grass alone, 
isruss and additional feed throughout 
tin; entire feeding'period, and grass 
with additional feed 
the last 
few 


months of the feeding 'period. 
The 


grass season is usually from May to 
November, Inclusive, which is approx- 
imately 210 days. Two acres of good 
pasture are usually allowed per anl- 
mul. 
After September the average 


pasture begins to decrease In value 
very rapidly, and cattle should be mar- 
keted at this lime or given additional 
feed. 
I'revalling prices of corn and 


concentrates, the type of pasture, and 
the quality of catlle should largely 
determine the supplement to pasture, 
which, might be corn alone, corn with 
proU-in supplement, or the protein sup- 
plement by Itself. Where grass alone 
Is depended upon, from four to five 
months of grazing will usually give 
best results, because pastures are at 
their best from June to October. 


Favorable Results 


in Spraying Tests 


Reduction in Losses From 


Leaf-Spot Disease. 


(Prtpired by the United SUtrj Dcpiitment 
of Acrleullur*.} 


Spraying strawberries for the con- 


trol of.leaf-spot diseases has frequent- 
ly been recommended, and a few grow- 
ers In widely separated localities have 
sprayed regularly for fruit rots and 
Imvo reported an apparent reduction 
In losses. The first systematic experi- 
ments, however, for the control of fruit 
rots by spraying were made by tha 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture last year, and although the re- 
sults of this one season's work must 
be regarded as Inconclusive, some fa- 
vorable results set-in to be Indicated. 


Various sprays were used, and no 


one seemed to show a marked supe- 
riority over .another, indicating that 
no really satisfactory spray schedule 
has yet been worked out. The Inves^ 
tl^'nuir.s feel, however, lhal the results 
Justify tlie conclusion that spraying 
with bordeaux mixture, and In some 
cases duElin'g, reduced the losses (row 
rot which developed after the fruit 
WHS picked sufficiently to more than 
justify the expense of Ihe treatment. 


Strawberries are grown In this coun- 


try under a great variety of conditions, 
and spray schedules must necessarily 
be varied accordingly. The result of 
the first season's work seems, how- 
ever, to Indicate that in the region of 
licebe, Ark., where tills work was done, 
strawberry rots may be reduced by 
spraying. It is accordingly planned to 
extend these spraying tests.

Helpful to Egg Layers 


Several flock owners have, at various 


tinic-p, asked my opinion as to the 
cause of soft-shelled eggs, says a 
writer in the 
Successful 
Farming. 


Hens may occasionally lay a soft-shelled 
egg even when supplied with plenty 
of oyster ihells. Sometimes this li 
caused by an overfat condition or a 
poorly balanced ration. 


It any of your hens lay an occasional 


soft-shelled egg, make sure that they 
are getting plenty of green food and- 
that they are made to exercise In the 
straw litter. 
If this Is done, and the 


balanced ration and oyster shell do 
not put a stop to the noft-ihelled egga, 
you may be sure that the trouble Is 
dn» to somo abnormal condition (hat 
pvSventa the /dwli from maWai- 
turlng the lime at fait as It ti need- 
ed. 
When this Is th« case the only 


cure seemi to be to cull out any hen! 
that ara known to lay soft-shelled eggn 
frequently. 


Such eggs are not only a frequent 


loss, but the breaking ind eating of 
them by tht other fowlt encouraga 
the habit of agg-e&llnf.

Now a time-study watch has been, 


evolved for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing all computation and making It 
possible for nn observer to read from 
the dial the quantity desired.
